ORDER EXTENDING
TEMPORARY RESTRAINING ORDER

This matter having come before the Court on the stipulation of the United States and
Al Petty, Jr., a.k.a. Al Petty, through counsel, for the extension of the temporary restraining
order enter in this matter on May 20, 2002, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. §982(b)(1), incorporating
21 U.S.C. § 853(e)(2), which provides district courts with jurisdiction to enter restraining
orders and take such other action in connection with any property or other interest subject
to forfeiture to ensure its availability for forfeiture, and pursuant to this Court’s inherent
power to make orders necessary and proper to the orderly carrying on of litigation brought
within the Court’s jurisdiction.

The Court finds that there is a continuing likelihood that the United States may suffer
irreparable harm if the restraining order is not extended as requested.

The Court further finds that Petty, the party against whom the temporary restraining
order was entered, has consented to the extension of that order.

The Court further finds that, based upon counsel’s request for time to prepare and
submit briefing to the Court, and the Court and counsel’s schedules, good cause exists to
extend the order as requested by the parties.

It is therefore ORDERED that the temporary restraining order entered in this matter




on May, 20, 2002, is hereby EXTENDED and shall continue in full effect until 5:00 P.M.

on July 8, 2002, or until further order of this Court.
